When Empress Marie first came to Rus- 
sia as a bride, the countess, heiress to the 
vast wealth of the former Princes Vo- 
ronteoff—two of whom had been chan- 
cellor of the empire—hed but recently 
been married to Count Dashkoff and 
was appointed grand mistress of her 
household, while the count was at 
the head of the court of the then czare- 
vieh. 3 

The two couples—that is to say, Alex- 
ander III. and his corisort and the count 
and countess—were never parted while 
Alexander lived, and they had few secrets 
from.one another. Rendered indifferent 
| to riches and to advancement by reason 
of their great wealth and rank, the serv- 
ices of the Vorontsoff-Dashkoffs to Alex- 
ander and to his consort were wholly dis- 
interested—a fact which the emperor and 
empress appreciated all the more by rea- 
son of the rarity of such conditions. 

As soon as Alexander III. ascenie* 
the throne he appointed the count to be 
minister of the imperial house, and as 
auch he became not only the supreme head 
of the court but also controlier of all the 
immense crown property. The count was 
retained in this position by Emperor Nich- 
olas until about a year after his corona- 
tion.
